Adlai’s Visit Here 


Is a Homecoming 


Today Atlanta and Georgia warmly 
welcome Adlai Stevenson, distinguished 
former governor of Illinois and standard- 
bearer of the Democratic Party in the 
1952 presidential campaign. 

It will be a sort of homecoming for all 
parties concerned. 

Mr. Stevenson has not spoken in Geor- 
gia before. Despite that fact, the state 
gave him the biggest percentage majority 
of any state in the nation. Our péople 
again expressed their trust in the Demo- 
cratic Party and its candidate by a two- 
to-one vote. 

The extent of our welcome can best be 
judged by the results of that campaign. 
Perhaps he may quip that the outcome in 
Georgia indicated that he should not have 
campaigned at all, to which we reply that 
next time we might not be so kind. 
Friends like to be remembered. 

Georgia welcomes Mr. Stevenson as 
the man the state would have chosen 
President had its choice prevailed. It wel- 
comes him as the titular head of the party 
the state has never deserted. It honors 
him for his dignity and bearing in defeat. 

Few political figures have ever at- 
tained such stature in the eyes of millions 
of Americans in so short a time. Per- 
haps no candidate for President ever went 
down to defeat with the respect and affec- 
tion that Mr. Stevenson carried with him 
from those-who voted for and against him. 
He proved himself to be a great leader 
and the “‘sense” he talked to the Ameri- 
can people will be their national policies 
of tomorrow.

Let’s make no mistake about one thing.

00 Million Telephones 
Is Lot of Hearing 


Three-quarters of a century § ago, 
Alexander Graham Bell said into a crude 
transmitter, “Mr. Watson, come here, I 
want you.” In another room, receiver 
to his ear, the assistant Watson heard 
every word his boss said. The telephone 
had been born. 

This week if the inventor of the tele- 
phone were alive to speak into a trans- 
mitter and all the phones in the nation 
were plugged in, the Bell words would 
go to 50,000,000 people. Count in radio 
and TV tie-ins, also served by telephone 
lines, and there would be few Americans 
out of hearing. 

On Nov. 18 the 50,000,000th telephone 
was installed in the nation. Of those 
phones 242,000 are in Atlanta, twice as 
many as in 1945. 

The increase in telephone service is 
a direct reflection of growth. Progress, 
prosperity, our daily living are tied into 
the telephone system. 

We hail the telephone industry’s 50,- 
000,000th installation. That gives the 
nation one phone for every three persons. 
And there are occasions when all three 
want to use it at the same time. May 
the lines continue to extend.

If FBI Becomes Partisan, 
It Will Be Destroyed 


If, as is now being predicted, Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell intends to con- 
tinue dipping into confidential FBI files 
for political purposes, the FBI itself 
could well be destroyed. Certainly its 
usefulness and public confidence in its 
work could be seriously impaired. 

As Attorney General, Mr. Brownell 
has access to these files. In them are 
some 60,000,000 names. There’s no doubt 
that there are literally thousands of cases 
in these files that would create sensa- 
tions if made public—even though the 
allegations cannot be proved nor is evi- 


dence sufficient to secure jury indict- 
ments. 

To make these files public informa- 
tion not only would destroy the FBI's 
effectiveness as a democratic functionary 
of government, but to do so would lead 
inevitably to its becoming the instrument 
of whatever party is in power. In short, 
it would become the dreaded “secret po- 
lice” with which we are acquainted in 
totalitarian states. 

If the FBI becomes a partisan body— 
if it becomes subservient to a Democrat 
or a Republican—it will be a sad situation, 
indeed. 

In his testimony before the Jenner 
Committee, Mr. Brownell said: “I fully 
realize the grave responsibility which I 
have as chief law enforcement officer of 
this nation not to use confidential re- 
ports in my possession to disclose charges 
against individuals except through regu- 
lar court procedures. Those of us in the 
Department of Justice will never violate 
that basic concept of our American juris- 
prudence.” 

The admission by GOP Chairman 
Leonard Hall that the case of Harry 
Dexter White was coordinated in politi- 
cal planning disputes Mr. Brownell. 
There are other strange aspects of that 
case that need to be explained. But most 
of all, we need to get a proper perspec- 
tive about use of confidential FBI files 
as substitutes for judge and jury.

Britain Ends Rationing 
After a Tough Decade 


Rationing of meats, fats and cheese 
will end in Britain next summer, London 
announces. For the first time since Jan- 
uary, 1940, British people may go to the 
market place without ration coupons and 
buy whatever is available. 

The announcement serves to remind 
us of the bitter struggle the British have 
waged for survival since the decision to 
oppose Hitler’s designs for world con- 
quest was made more than a decade ago. 
Churchill’s “blood, sweat and tears” ral- 
lying cry became a literal truth for the 
people who chose that course rather than 
submission to tyranny. 

Whatever else we may feel about the 
British, none can have ought but admira- 
tion for the sacrifices borne so stoically 
in order that free people might continue 
to inhabit the earth. The _ sacrifices, 
shared by king and commoner alike, 
were accepted under freedom and volun- 
tarily enforced. 

At the close of hostilities the British 
people accepted the continued rationing 
as a necessity for economic recovery. 
Despite a 50 per cent increase in food 
production, the islands still had to im- 
port more than-half their food. By hold- 
ing down imports through rationing, 
Britain expanded her exports to offset 
the economic drain of an unfavorable 
trade balance. 

Recovery and world food supplies are 
now such that all items may be decon- 
trolled. But the example of sacrifice 
by the British people that has led them so 
far back on the road to economic recov- 
ery is as ‘Ytemarkable as the self-denial 
they showed during wartime.

It has never been explained to us why the 
herring that is dragged across a trail must 
be a red herring.

Mr. Hoover’s Denial 


Needs Closer Look 


WASHINGTON—Certain parts of the 


testi- 


mony of J. Edgar Hoover in the Harry Dexter 
Pe White case need to be examined in the light of 
reality, as some of former President Truman's critics see the Hoover 


testimony as damaging. 

This is particularly so of that 
part of it where he disassociated 
himself from the decision of Tru- 
man and his Cabinet advisors to 
keep White in the Monetary Fund 
post to which he had been appoint- 
ed after learning that he was 
suspect aS a spy. 

In his appearance before the 
Senate Internal Security  Investi- 
gating Committee, Hoover made 
this statement: “I did not enter 
into any agreement to shift White 
from his position in the Treasury 
Department to the International 
Monetary Fund.”’ 


Then after a further dramatic 
pause to receive the applause of 
some of the bloodthirsty specta- 
tors, he added: ‘‘At no time was 
the FBI a party to an agreement 
to promote Harry Dexter White 
and at no time did the FBI give 
its approval to such an agreement. 
Such an agreement on the part 
of the FBI would be _ incon- 
ceivable.”’ 

The Hoover statement was made 
with the implications of a denial. 
Denial of what? The former Pres- 
ident has said the reason for the 
decision to keep White on his job 
was to enable the FBI to gather 
evidence that would lead to his in- 
dictment and conviction, if guilty. 
There was no reason for Hoover 
to participate in a decision of that 
kind. It was made on a much 
higher level. 

As for the Hoover statement 
that he was a party to no agree- 
ment to shift White from his po- 
sition in the Treasury, that was 


never alleged by Mr. Truman or 
any other responsible source. How 
could he be a party to an agree- 
ment that never existed? His in- 
direct denial therefore seems to 
rest on a false premise. 


Hoover in an appearance before 
the Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee on March 27, 1947, when he 
was testifying about other espio- 
nage cases which his agency had 
investigated, said: 

“In one of our espionage cases, 
a spy ring was kept under close 
surveillance for over 18 months. 
The arrests when made broke the 
backbone of the Nazi spy system 
in America. I shudder at what 
might have happened had there 
been a disclosure of our operations 
and our sources of information in 
the initial days of that investiga- 
tion. That was the very time we 
were most criticized for inaction. 
I hope this committee will under- 


Stand our situation.” 


‘In that case Hoover was most 
anxious for nothing to be done that 
would tip off the spy ring that the 
FBI was on their trail. Yet with 
the evidence admittedly incom- 
plete against the Communist ap- 
paratus, he was willing to alert 
them to the investigation he was 
making by moving against an of- 
ficial suspected of being one of the 
ring leaders. 


One cannot escape the suspicion 
that Hoover was coloring his tes- 
timony indirectly to suit the posi- 
tion of his immediate superior, 
Atty. Gen Brownell.

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Atlantans Like To 
Dirty the Streets 


It’s never raining violets to Atlanta’s Depart- 
ment of Sanitary Engineering. It’s either raining 
rain, in which case a sharp eye must be kept on at hn > 
culverts and such. Or else it’s raining some of the 20,000 cats and 
dogs which the department removes from the streets each year. 


Keeping Atlanta's house tidy, or 
at least habitable, is one of the 
most important and least appreci- 
ated functions of the city govern- 
ment. Atlantans either have no 
pride in the town’s appearance, or 
else are a sloppy lot of people. 


Waste baskets and trash cans 
strategically spotted around town 
are ignored in favor of the street 
and gutter. In spite of the day 
long efforts of a squad of 28 white- 
wings with brooms and push carts, 
the trademarks of the streets and 
sidewalks of the shopping areas 
are tin foil, old transfers and waste 


papers. 


Those who live beyond the limits 
of garbage collection sully the land- 
scape with «collections of cans, 
wilted lettuce leaves and old soup 
bones. Some suburbanites have 
formed the habit of bringing their 
garbage to town in the morning, 
and dumping it on city streets. The 
sanitation department naturally 
must pick it up. 


The department has 759 regular 


* employes, and a labor pool of 150. 


Extra workers are drawn from the 
pool to help with emergencies such 
as flash floods and snow storms. 
Its main functions are garbage 
collection and disposal; street 
cleaning, and sanitary inspection 
of vacant lots. 

Collecting garbage in the city 
limits and those sections of the 
county which have been improved 
under the Plan is a 16-hour-a-day 
job. One hundred and six trucks 
work at it during the day in resi-

dential areas and 11 take over at 
night in the downtown section. 

The garbage goes to the incite 
erator where it is converted into 
money for the city. Metals are sold 
to dealers and steam to the power 
company which in turn retails it 
to building operators for heating 
purposes, According to Stafford 
Graydon, head of the department, 
the incinerator did a $176,000 gross 
business last year and netted $75,- 
000 profit. 

Keeping Atlanta clean has its 
ups and downs like any other 
business. In the fall dead leaves 
mean more work as well as fire 
hazards. The fresh vegetable and 
melon season is the department's 
period of peak operation. We are 
a city of lovers of watermelon, 
cantaloupe and green vegetables, 
Rinds, cobs and hulls bring gar 
bage collections to a seasonal high 
of 800 tons a day during the mid- 
summer, compared with an aver 
age day’s take of 350 tons. 

In addition to the men with the 
brooms and carts, street cleaning 
is done by 13 mechanical sweepers. 
During the late evening, five work 
the business districts. Illegal park- 
ers are their great worry. One 
parked car per block is enough 
to keep them from doing a good 
job. 

Less than 800 people spend their 
lives cleaning up ‘after the more 
than 500,000 under their jurisdic- 
tion. Before you throw trash into 
the street again, remember, that 
to them, you are what has re 
placed the horse.

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Our Concern About 


FRANCE 


by A. N. SPANEL, Chairman 
International Latex Corporation 


It appears comparatively easy for human be- 
ings to judge others who are well off and happy. 
But if called: upon to pass judgment on those 
who are in trouble, the confusion and anxiety 
tend to become overwhelming. This is especially 
true of nations. 


A revolution in Bolivia, a general strike in 
France, the overthrow of our favored government 
in Italy or the rearmament tangle in Japan, all 
tax our patience as well as our understanding. 


Take France, for example. She has been wag- 
ing a relentless war against the communists in 
southeast Asia since 1946. Initially France was — 
fighting for colonial possession against forces 
that were, for the most part, nationalistic. Today, 
France’s stake in Indo-China is no longer im- 
perialistic, for she is now fighting much more for 
the Western democratic world than she is for 
herself. Today she is fighting communism in 
southeast Asia, and nothing less. 


It was inevitable that the loss of French blood 
in Indo-China should bring with it political up- 
heavals in France—in the same way as Korea 
became an enormous political factor in the last 
presidential campaign in the United States. 


Thus, France’s internal troubles become con- 
fusing and confounding to behold howsoever 
much her American cousins may love France and 
the French people. 


Let us take another look at France for the 
sake of perspective. Do we Americans realize, 
for example, that of all the monies given to 
France by the United States since 1946, every 
dollar and more, in a budgetary sense, has been 
spent by the French government in the pursuit 
of her war against the communists in Indo-China? 
This may appear to be a simple question, but 
the implications are enormous! For this means 
that while other countries of free Europe who 
needed it, received generous American assistance 
totaling billions of dollars for reconstruction, 
France has not benefitted substantially from our 
aid precisely because she had to spend so much 
more on her military operations in southeast Asia. 
France therefore has made her postwar recovery 
more on the basis of her own resources than on 
foreign aid. 


It may not be simple or comfortable to grasp, 
but the facts bear repetition that all the dollar 
assistance we gave France was poured out by 
France in the financing of a war in southeast Asia 
in which the United States and the whole free 
world have a vital interest. For the loss of Indo- 
China would mean for us the loss of Indonesia, a 
crippling threat to Malaya and India, that would 
at the same time advance the communist frontier 
to the shores of Australia and to the very flanks 
of the Suez Canal. 


Judged by these facts we begin to appreciate 
how much the ordinary man in France has been 
burdened in the rebuilding process of France 
itself, a France that was bled white by the Ger- 
man nazis in four years of systematic looting and 
pillage that neither history nor the French people 
can forget. It is for these reasons that the standard 
of living in France is dangerously low, today. And 
people who see no bright horizons but live mostly 
in the grey shadows of insecurity, do not make 
for a vigorous nation. 


France is in trouble economically, politically, 
and militarily. The French people do not see that 
it is their destiny to fight communists and com- 
munism in southeast Asia—alone. What is more, 
the French people have learned from our own 
Korean experience that they do not have either 
enough men or enough military equipment to do 
the job in southeast Asia—alone. What the 
French do see is that they have dangerously 
weakened their position in Europe (with a pow- 
erfully emerging Germany ) by pursuing a drawn- 
out, lone-handed war in Indo-China. 


France’s troubles are therefore understandable 
ones. And in a very real sense her troubles are 
also our troubles because without a strong France 
we cannot hope for unity or peace among the 
free peoples of Europe—our best defense against 
Russian aggression. 


We believe that while France has a long way 
to go to solve her own national problems, of which 
she has many, and which no outsiders can hope 
to solve for her, the statesmen of the free Western 
world must also evaluate France’s difficulties 
relatedly, and help do something about them 
now, or risk losing everything in Asia by losing 
the struggle in Indo-China—and perhaps even 
in Europe.

Brings Cheer 


The day after the youngest had been up most of the night 
with earache was the day I went to see her. I felt weary and 
seedy and on top of that I’d lost two buttons from my coat, 
snagged my best stockings, discovered there would not be enough 
of the country ham left for supper and learned from the man 
who took the living room rug to clean that we couldn’t get it back 
until long after our out-of-town visitors had come and gone. 


From where I sat life wasn’t beginning to look Christmasy. 


And then I visited the little gray house in the shadow of one 
of the big textile mills. The woman who lived there was thin and 
pale but very neat and cheerful and the room she ushered me 
into was a paragon of precise order. The sofa and chairs were 
lined up just so. Starched crocheted doilies were placed with 
mathematical precision under each vase, each ash tray, on each 
chair arm. And the plastic drapes at the windows were colorful 
and cheering to the eye and the spirit. . 

It was the, house of people who liked a home, who were 
industrious and clean and self-respecting. 

It was the home of people who had known every kind of 
trouble to which the race is heir—poverty, hunger, fear and ill- 
ness. Without whining or complaining once, she told me about it. 
Her husband has been a patient at Battey State Hospital for 
four years. She was a patient there eight months. She came 
home with the knowledge that the tuberculosis was arrested but 


= was helpless to keep house for her children or to earn a 
ving. 


Her little girl was under treatment at Grady Hospital for a 
mysterious head injury which caused her to suffer terrible nose 
bleeding and to doze off during the school day. Her older girl 


was trying desperately to finish high school and to keep house for 
the rest of them. 


She had been a patient at Grady Hospital and in Milledgeville 
State Hospital. They were getting help from the Department of 
Public Welfare, the county health department and the Family 
Service Society. 

She spoke of the help gratefully and did not mention that all 
of it is far from adequate for a family accustomed to earning 
its way. But one thing she did say impressed me strongly. 

“It’s been so long,’’ she said, ‘‘since my husband or I could 
work for a living I can hardly stand to think about it. You don’t 
know what it’s like not to be able to work for what you need 
and want.”’ 

Then the terrible thing that tuberculosis has done to that 
family struck me. All—or nearly all—of their trouble stems from 
tuberculosis, which is a spirit-destroying illness if there ever was 
one. When both the father and mother were removed from the 
home and their earnings cut off all the other troubles were em- 
phasized. Tuberculosis patients are more subject to the devils of 
fear and worry than most of us. 

And who’s to say which of us will become tuberculosis pa- 
tients? It is, I learned after I left that little house, the most se- 
rious public health problem in Atlanta today.

Eat 
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Math, Chemistry 
In Burn Treatment 


The modern treatment of burns 
is so complicated the physician 
in charge must also know mathe- 
matics and chemistry to do the 
job right. : 

Second and third degree burns 
often have a profound effect upon 
the chemistry of the body. Shock 
follows and unless corrected the 
outcome is poor even though the 
charred areas are given the most 
skillful care. 

The amount of fluid and col- 
lodial material used in treating 
burn shock is calculated by tak-. 
ing the body surface into con- 
sideration. Chemistry enters the 
picture when choosing the type 
of solution needed to counteract 
burn shock. 

The internal changes are due 
to loss of potassium, sodium, and 
chloride from the burned areas 
and the adjacent tissues. 


The local treatment of the skin 
has been simplified to cleansing 
the burned area, applying a 
bland ointment, and covering the 
part with a pressure bandage. 

Oils, greases, antiseptics and 
medicated ointments are no long- 
er used and crusting agents are 
taboo.
